Cuts will not hit 
frontline services

Northampton Borough 
Council will freeze its share 
of the council tax and spend 
£355,000 to help boost the 
local economy, but will also 
reduce funding to the Royal 
& Derngate theatre, restruc¬ 
ture its staff and make more 
homes suitable for multiple 
occupancy in a bid to save 
£687,000. 

The council announced this 
evening its ‘balanced budget’ 
for 2016/17 at a press confer¬ 
ence at the Guildhall, detail¬ 
ing a wave of new invest¬ 


ments which will include an 
upgrade to the town’s CCTV 
system, more car parking 
spaces and longer opening 
hours at Abington Park muse¬ 
um. 

But the local authority also 
said it will be making 
£687,000 of savings, £400,000 
of which will be made 
through internal restructur¬ 
ing - although there are no 
planned redundancies - and 
an increase in the number of 
licenses for Homes of Multiple 
Occupation (HMO). 

However, the authority has 
said no cuts will be made to 
frontline services, despite 


there having been a 40 per- 
centreductionin Government 
funding since 2010. 

Cllr Mary Markham, the 
leader of Northampton 
Borough Council, said: “We 
are also taking a longer term 
and more strategic look at 
how we deliver services, so 
that we can prioritise invest¬ 
ment and encourage growth 
as well as work in partnership 
with other organisations so 
that we can continue to deliv¬ 
er services while we also con¬ 
tinue to deliver financial sav¬ 
ings.”

Northants Police is 
cracking down on drug- 
drivers this Christmas as 
part of its annual drink¬ 
driving campaign. 

The force launched its 
drink/drug-driving blitz 
last week, with officers 
carrying out roadside 
operations across the 
county. 

Although the message 
remains to ‘stay dry’, 
drivers are also be 
warned this Christmas 
not to be high, as officers 
are now carrying out new 
tests to see if people are 
driving after taking 
drugs. 

Within hours of the 
operation getting under¬ 
way in Northampton last 
Monday morning, arrests 
had already been made 


for drug-driving among 
the 226 drivers who were 
stopped. 

But on the same morn¬ 
ing, none of the drivers 
were found to be over the 
drink-drive limit. 

Although when the 
operation came to Corby 
last Saturday, officers 
were stunned when they 
found a mother drink¬ 
driving with two children 
in the back seat. 

When officers spoke to 
the father who was sat in 
the passenger seat, they 
were even more shocked 
to find he was also drunk. 

As a result, officers 
reported them to social 
services. 

Those who are found 
guilty of drink-driving 
face up to six months in 
prison, a large fine or a 
driving ban for at least a 
year. 


Those convicted of drug 
driving face a minimum 
one year driving ban, an 
unlimited fine and up to 
six months in prison. 

PC David Lee, who led 
the operation in 
Northampton town cen¬ 
tre on Monday, said: 
“Most people recognise 
now that drink-driving is 
socially unacceptable. 

“Unfortunately, we do 
still get people who drink 
and drive and a lot of 
those are people who 
think it’s alright to get 
back in their cars after 
drinking heavily the 
night before. 

People who have con¬ 
cerns about drink-driv¬ 
ing can send a text to 0780 
000 5554. Alternatively, 
they can call police on 
101 or dial 999 in an emer¬ 
gency 


Addict brother ‘tried to beat demons’ 


An inquest heard how a 
33-year-old confirmed drug 
addict, Ashley Paul Wilson, 
was found slumped in a 
cubicle in the men’s toilets 
at the Earl of Dalkeith Pub in 
Kettering. 

He was discovered by a 
member of the public who 
alerted the shift manager at 
the pub, Michael Bates, who 
dialed 999 and asked for a 
paramedic who arrived with¬ 
in four minutes. 

Despite the best efforts of 
the paramedic, he was pro¬ 
nounced dead at 11.38pm 
on July 30, 2015, 22 min¬ 


utes before his birthday on 
July 31. 

Mr Wilson from Kettering 
had injected heroin while sit¬ 
ting on the toilet as a syringe 
and a metal spoon were 
clearly visible in the cubicle. 

The resumed inquest, held 
at Kettering Magistrates 
Court last Thursday, heard 
how for 15 years, Mr Wilson 
had battled with his drug 
addiction but had been una¬ 
ble to beat his problem. 

In a statement from Mr 
Wilson’s sister, Kimberley 
Wilson, which was read out 
by the assistant coroner, 


Hassan Shah, she said: 
“Drugs seemed to be his 
way of coping and he had 
been a heroin addict for 13 
years. He had gone to rehab 
for his addiction but he had 
always been pushed back. 
Even though my brother was 
a drug addict he was kind 
hearted and had the biggest 
smile. His death has broken 
our hearts. He tried to beat 
the demons he was hiding 
and that demon was heroin.” 

Assistant coroner for 
Northamptonshire, Hassan 
Shah found that Mr Wilson’s 
death was drug related.

Northampton is 
eviction hotspot

Northampton has been named by the housing 
charity Shelter as an eviction houtspot. 

In research released by the housing and 
homelessness charity, it revealed that approx¬ 
imately 21,600 renters in the East Midlands 
were put at risk of eviction in the last year - 
equivalent to 400 a week. 

The shocking new analysis, which uses 
Ministry of Justice figures, showed one in 
every 64 rented households in the East 
Midlands have been put at risk of losing their 
home. 

The charity also identified the hotspots in 
the region where renters are most likely to face 
losing their home. 

Leicester topped the list with as many as one 
in every 44 rented homes at risk of eviction, 
followed by Northampton (one in 45) and 
Lincoln (one in 48). 

This means one in 45 renters across 
Northamptonshire are at risk from being 
evicted. 

The charity showed across the county there 
were 731 applications to courts by landlords to 


evict tenants in the past 12 months. 

It is warning a combination of rapidly rising 
rents, drastic cuts to housing benefit and the 
chronic lack of genuinely affordable homes 
will leave thousands of families battling to 
keep a roof over their heads this Christmas. 

Alison Mohammed, Shelter’s Director of 
Services, said: “It’s shocking to think that each 
and every week, hundreds of people in the 
region receive a notice through the door with 
the devastating news that they might lose 
their home. 

“Our advisers will be working over the fes¬ 
tive period to support families at risk of losing 
their home - but our helpline is receiving a 
huge number of calls and our services are 
straining under the demand. 

“We speak to parents every day who are des¬ 
perately trying to keep a roof over their chil¬ 
dren’s heads, 

“We need more support from the public to 
help us help these families and make sure no- 
one has to fight homelessness on their own 
this Christmas.”

Chairman vows to

Northampton Town 

chairman Kelvin Thomas 
has met with contractors 
Buckinghams, as he looks to 
draw up revised plans for the 
East Stand at Sixfields 
stadium. 

The stand has been closed 
since the start of last season, 
with the deserted steel shell 
hanging over the ground, but 
after taking over the club last 
month, Thomas is keen to 
restart work on the stand. 

Whilst he admitted that he 
wouldn’t have chosen to 
build the stand as it is had he 
had control of the project 
from the outset, he is confi¬ 
dent the improved plans will 
provide for a stand Cobblers 
supporters will be proud of. 

He is also keen to fit as many 
seats as possible into the 


stand, but said any new plans 
will have to work around the 
current steel structure, as 
removing it and starting 
again would be too costly. 

“We had a good meeting 
yesterday with Buckinghams, 
to try and talk about that and 
we’re continuing conversa¬ 
tions with them,” Mr Thomas 
said. “We continue to do 
research and it’s all about 
making sure we get the best 
stand we can over there. 

“I don’t think it’s a starting 
again situation - I think that 
would be rather cost prohibi¬ 
tive - but there are improve¬ 
ments we can make [from the 
original plans]. 

“Would we have put up that 
stand if we were here from 
day one? I think it’s fair to say 
no, we wouldn’t, but it isn’t 
terrible and I think fans will

One of the largest Starbucks coffee houses in 
the UK opened in Northampton town centre 
on Wednesday. 

The two-storey cafe opened at 6am on the 
Market Square, in the heritage building for¬ 
merly occupied by the CD and DVD retailer, 
That’s Entertainment. 

There are 122 seats inside across two 
floors, all of which take up 4,300sqft of space 
- with the ground floor being mums and 
tots, pushchair and shopping friendly.

Hit and run

A man has been sent to prison 
after driving into a Northampton 
student and her boyfriend and 
leaving the scene.

THERE’S a bunch of four 
and five-year-olds running up and 
down the steps in the bar area of Royal 
& Derngate, completely oblivious to 
everyone around them. The game 
escalates quite quickly into Slide- 
Down-The-Steps-On-Your-Tummy. 

Oh, and they are all girls, most dressed 
in very sparkly dresses. 

Our seven-year-old Bonnie has settled 
herself up onto a bar stool and is look¬ 
ing down on them, literally, while 
shaking her head: “Ah, reception 
kids,” she sighs, sounding more like a 
pensioner than her own grandparents. 
She’s read the blurb about the show 
we’re waiting to see and seen that it’s 
for under-fives - and she’s seven. 

We’re here, Bonn and I, to see one of 
the Royal & Derngate’s famous ‘immer¬ 
sive’ shows for children. These are 
often linked to the Royal’s annual 
Christmas show and this year it’s Oh 
no, not snow! which references The 
Snow Queen, playing to rather larger 
audiences upstairs. 

Oh No, Not Snow! (which will become 
ONNS for the purposes of word count) 
is being held in the Underground at 
R&D, an innovative space that allows 
directors to make sets as ‘rooms’ 
which the audience can walk through 
as part of the show. 

The story has already started as the 
audience of kids and carers walk 
through to put away their coats. Sam 


(played by Max Gallagher) introduces 
himself and gets the smaller mem¬ 
bers of the audience to rip up paper 
to make snow. 

Then his mum arrives and tells him 
to take his ‘friends’ (that’s us) to help 
tidy his bedroom. 

What follows is a journey through a 
couple of self-contained rooms (I 
don’t want to spoil the surprise with 
too much detail, but there is a ‘wow’ 
moment) with the audience of parents 
and pre-schoolers in tow. 

Director Chris Elmer-Gorry has created 
a delightful introduction to the fantasy 
world of theatre for the under-fives in 
ONNS, and I think it’s a real strength of 
R&D that they create these ‘tasters’ of 
theatre for the very young. 

There are moments where the tiniest 
tots, oblivious to the fact there is a 
story being told, get involved in the 
action, and the actors, particularly 
Kate Hearn as Polly, do well to manage 
and ad-lib around their impromptu 
cast members. Sometimes the children 
are invited to help the cast in certain 
tasks, and sometimes they just join in 
anyway, and it’s up to the skill of the 
performer to manage the situation 
without breaking the flow, as there’s 
already no ‘fourth wall’ of traditional 
theatre. 

I’ve reviewed several of these immer¬ 
sive shows over recent years and in 
this case Bonnie, aged 7, was totally 
engrossed in the action and the story. 
There are a couple of songs that went 
on marginally too long for some of the 
kids, who I watched chucking ‘snow’ 
in strangers faces instead. I think the 
age of the children, set at under 5, 
could go up to six or seven, but I’d also 
put a limit on the number of adults 
coming with each child, because at 
times it seemed that there were just 
too many big people in the room. 

Oh No, Not Snow runs in Derngate’s 
Underground until January 3, with lim¬ 
ited tickets available from the Box 
Office on 01604 624811.

Mazda MX-5 

Take a look inside... 


Lighter, sharper and better engi¬ 
neered than the car it replaces, 
this fourth-generation Mazda 
MX-5 does everything right. It’s 
offered with a 1.5 or 2.0-litre 
petrol engine and what it lacks 
in outright power it more than 
makes up in agility and tactility. 

This rejection of a ‘more is 
better’ philosophy is a bit of a 
running theme throughout this 
‘ND’ MX-5. The car’s offered 
with either a 1.5-litre 13 I PS 
engine or a 2.0-litre 160PS unit. 
Mazda’s chassis engineers will 
steer you to the 1.5-litre pow- 
erplant as they feel it’s the pur¬ 
est specification for the MX-5 
and also the lightest, tipping the 
scales at around the tonne. That 
makes this the lightest MX-5 
since the original first genera¬ 
tion ‘NA’ car of the Nineties. 

This fourth generation design 
conforms to five key criteria 
that Mazda claim define the 
MX-5 - rear drive with a front- 
mid engine layout, 50/50 weight 
distribution and an eagerness 
to change direction, plus a low 
kerb weight and an affordable 
price. All models get six-speed 
manual gearboxes. 

The MX-5 isn’t about straight 
line pace, it’s about agility and 
tactility. Because the engines are 
smaller than their predecessors, 


this allows them to be tucked 
down and back in the car. That 
means they can be set I 3mm 
lower and 15mm further back 
than on the previous car. Mazda 
reckons the bonnet and over¬ 
hang used here are the lowest 
and shortest of any production 
model. Weight has been pared 
back by using aluminium for the 
bonnet, boot and front wings, 
while the soft top hood is also 
lighter, improving the centre of 
gravity. 

In another clever touch, the 
seat cushions are supported 
on netting instead of the usual 
metal springs, allowing Mazda 
to reduce weight and seat the 
driver’s hip point closer to the 
road. 

Weight is the enemy. Ex¬ 
cess weight in a car dulls its 
responses, makes it harder to 
turn, stop and accelerate. The 
Mazda MX-5 reverses that 
cycle, stripping weight off which 
in turn allows it to pare more 
weight back with other simple 
lightweight componentry. It’s a 
brilliant piece of engineering. 

It also goes to show that you 
can probably have more fun 
with 1.5 litres worth of MX-5 
than you can with some super¬ 
cars. No, that’s not hyperbole. 
Try it and you’ll see.*

Chris Wilder described Saturday’s 
visitors to Sixfields, Portsmouth, as 
“the best team in the division,” but 
said his side will continue to attack 
as they look to record an eighth suc¬ 
cessive victory. 

Last weekend’s 4-3 win at Luton 
took the Cobblers to the top of League 
Two, the first time the club has 
topped a division in 25 years, and 
Wilder is looking forward to seeing 
his side tested against one of the 
favourites for promotion. 

Portsmouth sit fourth in the table 
and have scored 12 goals in their last 
three league games, but Wilder won’t 
be changing the attacking approach 
of his side and is looking to the 
Cobblers fans to inspire his players 
with a full house expected at Sixfields. 

“This is a really good game for the 
supporters, a good test for us to see 
how far we’ve come,” he said. “We’re 
playing the best team in the division 
with the best players and it’s all set 
up for a cracking game. 

“Hopefully it’ll be a full house, 
they’ll fill their end and if we can 
make this place full from our sup¬ 
porters, the atmosphere and noise 
that we do generate when this place 
is full is inspiring for the players and 
we need to be on top of our game on 
Saturday to get a result. 

“We’ve got talented players at the 
top of the pitch, we’re going for 
results. I think in an absolutely per¬ 
fect world you’d love clean sheets, but 
to win games you need to score goals. 

“You obviously need to keep the ball 
out of the back of the net as well, our 
two central midfielders are attack- 
minded, want to get on the ball and 
create so we have to say, now and 
again, we’re going to concede but 
we’re a real threat going the other 
way and we need to continue that.” 

With home crowds averaging 
15,000, Wilder said Portsmouth are a 
club capable of getting back up to the 
Championship, with manager Paul 
Cook having built an impressive 


playing squad, and he believes any¬ 
one who finishes above them will be 
promoted. 

“I look at them and they’re an enor¬ 
mous club for the division. You look 
at the quality of players they’ve got, 
Michael Doyle who’s played in the 
Championship, Kyle Bennett, the boy 
[Gareth] Evans, who’s played in 
League One. 

“[Caolan] Lavery and [Marc] 
McNulty, the two boys they’ve 
brought in, Enda Stevens, who we 
had here, and Ben Davies, all the 
players are quality players and I love 
the way they play. 

“There’s a lot of similarities in the 


way we play. I’ve got a lot of time for 
Paul and I believe anybody who fin¬ 
ishes above Portsmouth definitely 
goes up. 

“They made a lot of changes in the 
summer, lots of players brought in 
and I’m sure they’ll go from strength 
to strength. 

“It’s a great effort for us to be ahead 
of them at the moment, but there’s a 
hell of a long way to go.” 

Wilder has no new injury worries 
for Saturday, with the boss likely to 
stick with the side who won at Luton, 
although Ricky Holmes is not quite 
ready to start against his former side 
after two substitute appearances. 


He said: “We’ve still got Thursday 
and Friday to come through, but if we 
don’t have any injuries or illness in 
training I don’t think we’ll be a mil¬ 
lion miles off the team that started at 
Luton. 

“Obviously we’ve got Ricky back but 
he’s not ready [to start], he’d love to 
play against his old team, everyone 
can see the boost he’s given us in his 
last two appearances coming off the 
bench. 

“When he had the ball he was OK, 
but when he didn’t he was chasing his 
second breath, so he’s a little bit off 
starting - but to have him in the 18 is 
a great boost for us.”

Last Saturday, I set out on a day 
trip with a difference as I covered 
the Champions Cup match 
between Racing 92 and North¬ 
ampton Saints in Paris for the 
Herald & Post. 

Here’s how an epic day, in more 
ways than one, panned out. 

5:30am: My alarm goes off. Getting 
up before dawn on a Saturday will 
never feel right. I groggily get myself 
ready for what is the first time ever 
that I’ll be covering a match in a 
foreign country (Wales and Jersey 
don’t really count). I’m getting the 
Eurostar down to France, which is 
another first for me, and first up it’s 
off to Bedford train station to get 
down to St Pancras. 

6:44am: Train for London leaves 
Bedford and I’m still half-asleep. I 
try to rectify this by listening to 
some loud music on the way down. 

8:31am: After a nice, greasy break¬ 
fast and a well-known energy drink 
in St Pancras finally bring me into 
the land of the living, it’s through 
the airport-style security and onto 
the surprisingly dingy Eurostar 
train. There are a couple of girls 
nearby coming out with all kinds of 


inane gossip. Overhearing men¬ 
tions of Celebrity Big Brother and 
Callum Best made me thankful for 
two things: that I’m not a showbiz 
reporter and that I brought my 
I-Pod with me. 

9:30am: Hang on, I'm in France. 
This is amazing, I was still in 
London only an hour ago! I’ve had 
people tell me about how amazing 
Eurostar is and maybe this is one of 
the reasons why. That and the fact 
that I still had signal on my phone 
while going through the Channel 
Tunnel. 

11:47am: The train pulls into Gare 
du Nord in Paris and I have time for 
a bit of a wander around before 
meeting up with a colleague who 
stayed overnight (a saner individu¬ 
al than me). We’re on the move 
again, this time to the Stade Yves- 
du-Manoir via a white-knuckle taxi 
ride as the driver weaves his way 
around heavy traffic at a fair pace, 
whilst rolling a cigarette. 

1:15pm: Arrive at the ground in one 
piece and in plenty of time, as 
there’s still two hours until kick-off. 
So early, in fact, they haven’t 
opened the ticket offices yet, which 
means some waiting around before 
they let us in. 

3:15pm: The match kicks-off. The 
food in the press room beforehand 
wasn’t bad - like a version of build- 



your-own sandwiches. I'm a bit sur¬ 
prised by the amount of empty 
seats, but maybe it’s understanda¬ 
ble as, despite the history of this 
place (it hosted the 1924 Olympics 
and 1938 World Cup final) it is now 
a knackered old ground that Racing 
will soon be moving out of for 
something much more state-of- 
the-art. 

5:00pm: The match finishes and 
the Saints have been given a hiding 
by Dan Carter and company. As the 
Law of the Sod dictates, the wifi 
breaks down just in time for when I 


was ready to send my match report. 

5:45pm: I leave the ground with 
the Saints’ media officers as we’re 
all catching the same train back 
(yep, on the move yet again). It 
seems Carter showed up in the 
press room not long after I left, 
which is a shame, but even the leg¬ 
endary New Zealand fly-half isn’t 
really worth stranding myself for. 

7:13pm: After getting back to Gare 
Du Nord with half an hour to spare, 
I’m England-bound. The guy on UK 
Border Control had to take a second

look at my passport photo, seem¬ 
ingly dubious about the fact I may 
have aged in the decade since it was 
taken. Nothing gets past those 
guys. I get the chance to type up 
Jim Mallinder’s reaction to the 
game before relaxing for the rest of 
the (thankfully quieter) journey 
back. 

9:38pm: I’m back in London and 
the length of my day is starting to 
catch up with me now. It turns out 
the BT Sport crew were also on the 
same train. Laurence Dallaglio cer¬ 
tainly caused a bit of a stir when he 
exited the Eurostar terminal, poor 
old Ugo Monye didn’t quite get the 
same level of attention. After get¬ 
ting something quick to eat, I'm on 
the train back to Bedford. 

11:15pm: Home at last. I’m abso¬ 
lutely shattered, but I don’t regret 
this in any way. This is a day I’ll 
never forget, even though some of 
the Saints’ players might want to.

December 2013: Lost 7-40 at home 
to Leinster, won 18-9 away 

Northampton were humiliated on 
their own patch by Brian O’Driscoll 
et al as Leinster ran in six tries in 
total, with winger Luke Fitzgerald 
grabbing three of them. 

As a result, no-one gave them a 
prayer in the return at the Aviva 


Stadium in Dublin with the three¬ 
time European champions expect¬ 
ed to dish out more punishment. 

However, the Saints rallied from 
the start with George North scor¬ 
ing early and, after some heroic 
defence late on, Jamie Elliott’s 
breakaway score sealed a memora¬ 
ble triumph. 


December 2012: lost 6-25 at home 
to Ulster, won 10-9 away 

Once again, the Saints were sound¬ 
ly beaten at Franklin’s Gardens by 
Irish opposition as the previous 
season’s beaten finalists ran them 
ragged. 

Northampton were a different 
prospect at Ravenhill, though, and 


were 10-0 up after 17 minutes 
thanks to GJ van Velze’s try before 
holding on for the win. 

December 2011: Lost 22-41 away to 
Castres, won 45-0 at home 

Not the happiest of circumstances 
as a porous defence led to an 
emphatic defeat on one of their 


many visits to Castres. 

As this was their third defeat in 
three games, their chances of qual¬ 
ifying for the quarter finals had 
effectively been extinguished, but 
they restored some pride at the 
Gardens as five tries in the final 20 
minutes put the Frenchmen to the 
sword.

The King of England?

Northampton Saints director of 
rugby Jim Mallinder confirmed that 
attack coach Alex King will meet 
England boss Eddie Jones this week 
about a possible place in his coach¬ 
ing team. 

No formal approach has been made 
from the RFU to the club, but 
Mallinder said that Jones had con¬ 
tacted King directly to request a 
meeting and, although he stressed no 
offer has yet been made, said the club 
wouldn’t stand iN his way if he opts to 
accept a position with England. 

It was announced on Monday that 
Stuart Lancaster’s assistant coaches, 
Graham Rowntree, Mike Catt and 
Andy Farrell, would leave their roles, 
while Saracens’ Paul Gustard has also 
been linked to the new regime. 

On the same day the RFU unveiled 
Steve Borthwick as Jones’ forwards 
coach, despite Bristol not having 
agreed to his release, Mallinder said 
he was only made aware of Jones’ 
contact when King told him on 
Tuesday morning. 

“I am aware that Alex is going to 
have a conversation with Eddie Jones 
sometime this week,” Mallinder said. 
“Alex has told me there’s been some 
form of communication. 

“We did have a chat this morning 
about the situation and it was good 
that he spoke to me about it, he was 
very open, wanted to tell me exactly 
what was going on and has just 
explained to me that he’s not spoke to 
him yet. He asked if I’d be happy for 


him to speak and have a chat and I 
said I would.” 

Mallinder said it was too early to 
speak about possible replacements 
for King if he was to leave, however, 
whilst he admitted it would be a dis¬ 
traction to lose such a highly regard¬ 
ed coach in the middle of the season. 

“We don’t want to get ahead of our¬ 
selves, at this time he hasn’t even met 
him. I don’t think the pair of them 
have physically spoken on the phone 
and Eddie Jones could easily be talk¬ 
ing to half a dozen coaches, so I think 
its early days. 

“Clearly it’s not ideal, middle of the 
season distractions with the thoughts 
of losing one of your best coaches, but 
I think we’re all old enough to realise 
what happens nowadays. 

“If a job does become available for 
Alex then, as a club, we wouldn’t 
stand in his way.” 

King joined Saints in the summer of 
2013 from French side Clermont 
Auvergne and helped guide the side 
to their first Premiership title that 
season, with Saints also winning the 
European Challenge Cup in 2014. 

Mallinder said the former Wasps 
player had freshened up the coaching 
environment at Franklin’s Gardens 
and praised the relationship he has 
formed with the players. 

“He’s got a good CV, he’s had a very 
good playing career, playing with a 
successful team, his move over to 
France he picked up some good expe¬ 
rience and got into the coaching, 
which I think was quite a natural 
progression for him. 

“He’s coached under some good 
coaches, come back to England so 
now knows the Premiership players 
and a lot of what happens at England.”
